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Death Takes 
High School 
Principal 

Leo J. Barn,'. 45, principal of 
Newton High School, died yes¬ 
terday morning (Wednesday) 
at bis home, 344 Woodward 
street, Waban, after an illneSs 
of several weeks. 

Mr. Barry was appointed prin¬ 
cipal of the high school of July 
1, 1954. Prior to that time, he 
had served as administrative 
assistant and was named assist¬ 
ant principal in 1951. He had 
been a member of the high 
school faculty since 1941. 

Before coming to Newton, 
Principal Barry taught English 
at Danvers for seven years. A 
graduate of Bates College, Mr. 
Barry edited "Navy News in 
the Pacific'’ as a Navy lieuten¬ 
ant during World War II. In 
April, 1954, he was elected pres¬ 
ident of the Newton Community 
Council. 

Dr. Barry earned his master's 
degree in education from Bos¬ 
ton University and received his 
Doctor of Education degree 
from Harvard University. 

Funeral services will be held 
at St. Philip Ncri Church. 
Waban, Saturday morning at 
10 o’clock. Visiting hours at the 
Gregg Funeral Home, Water- 
town, will be this evening, Fri¬ 
day afternoon and Friday eve¬ 
ning.

Do you know which is the oldest church edifice in the 
city of Newton? Can you locate the “1810 Milestone”? 
Could you find some 17th century houses still standing 
in this city?

The answers to these and many other questions are 
revealed in the unique illustrated lecture entitled “New¬ 
ton's Historic Landmarks.” This talk, presented before 
various civic groups in the past few years, has been most 
favorably received. 

Again during the coming season, the Jackson Home¬ 
stead, Newton’s Historical Museum, located at 527 Wash¬ 
ington street, Newton, is offering this program free of 
charge as a community service. Showing as it does the 
houses in this city which date back a hundred and fifty 
years or more, historical markers, ancient trees, the three 
old fenced-in graveyards, old mills, and many other his¬ 
torical features, it is particularly appropriate for Improve¬ 
ment Societies whose members would have a special in¬ 
terest in learning more about their city. Other groups for 
whom it is well adapted are Women’s Clubs, church and 
fraternal groups, P.T.A.’s, and service and community 
clubs. 

Much research has gone into the preparation of the 
narrative accompanying the slides. The facts have been as¬ 
sembled by Fred C. Alexander, chairman of the Historical 
Committee of the Friends of the Jackson Homestead and 
member of the Board of Trustees, who has searched old 
maps and histories of Newton, studied documents and in¬ 
terviewed countless individuals. 

The lecture makes a comfortable hour’s program but 
is variable in length. The exterior slides were taken by 
Mrs. E. Graham Bates, chairman of the Board of Trustees.

Stevenson Given Outside Chance to Cany Massachusetts 
Fewei Blank Votes lor Governor Among the Republicans 

Massachusetts is now being listed by most political 
experts as one of the States Adlai Stevenson must carry 
in order to have a real chance of defeating President 
Eisenhower in the November election. 

That probably is an accurate appraisal of the Presi¬ 
dential situation. If the election were today, however, Ike 
would be favored to top Adlai in the Bay State. 

It is not likely that President Eisenhower’s margin 
would be anywhere near the 208,000 votes by which he 
carried the State in 1952; neither is there any present 
pre-election evidence to indicate that the President’s ad¬ 
vance of four years ago has been entirely wiped out. 

The fight for the Massachusetts electoral votes 
shapes up as fairly close. Where Adlai was trailing far 
behind Ike at the comparable stage in their first race, 
ae now seems to be within striking distance in this state 
of the man who overwhelmed him here in ’52. 

It's possible that Stevenson will carry Massachusetts 
when the returns are counted four weeks from next 
Tuesday. If the tests and checks of voting sentiment 
that have been made to date are correct, however, he will 
have to come from behind to do it.

Church Groups Protest 
Elicits Answer on Issue 

Replying to a vote taken by the trustees of the First 
Unitarian Society regarding the proposed extension of the 
East-West toll road over the roadbed of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, Chairman William F. Callahan of the 
Turnpike Authority, in a release issued Tuesday stated 
“you are anticipating our derisions before any have been 
made.” 

In its vote the trustees of the First Unitarian Society 
said that “it is common knowledge that the proposed ex¬ 
tension, including the construction of 19 bridges, will split 
the City of Newton, destroy homes and businesses, cost 
the city millions in property values and will probably de¬ 
prive commuters in Newton, Wellesley, Framingham and 
Natick of the service on which they depend. It is also well 
known that the proposed extension will be extremely ex¬ 
pensive, a cost which the users must pay, and apparently 
violates all good practice in toll road construction.” 

Continuing, the trustees stated: “Another fact which 
may not he so well recognized is that the proposed exten¬ 
sion, over only a distance less tlian two and one half miles, 
will physically destroy or severely disrupt 10 churches 
and the newly renovated Newton Y.M.C.A. The churches 
are: Corpus Christ! Church, Church of the Messiah, 
Myrtle Baptist Church, St. Bernard's Church, Mt. Zion

Judge Donald E. Mayberry 
found on the Inquest that evi¬ 
dence warranted a "finding of 
criminal negligence” on the part 
of William S. Brine, director of 
the Newton-Wcllesley Hospital: 
Damon Van Buskirk, chief 
pharmacist at the hospital, and 
Clyde R. Claus, pharmacist at 
the hospital. 

No decision on the action to 
be taken by the grand jury is 
expected before today (Thurs¬ 
day).

“This will acknowledge your letter of September 18 
regarding extension of the Massachusetts Turnpike into 
Boston. 

“We disagree with the statements contained therein 
because, there arc no facts to sustain them. You are an¬ 
ticipating our decisions before any have been made. For 
your information and for the information of the Board of 
Trustees of the First Unitarian Society of Newton, the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority now is undertaking a 
thorough engineering study of the proposed extension.. 

“When the studies are completed the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority, in conformity with established 
policy, will hold public hearings in Newton and Boston 
before any final decision is made by the Authority. 

“In view of the previous publication of your letter to 
me, I am taking the liberty of releasing a copy of this 
reply to the press.”

Next week, October 7 through the 
13th, Is National Fire Prevention Week, 
and it will be duly observed here as else¬ 
where. 

It is during this time that people all 
over the nation are requested to consider 
the past year’s fire losses of life and prop¬ 
erty and to renew their efforts to stop 
the needless fires from starting. 

Memorial Day in May has a very 
significant relation to Fire Prevention 
Week, because on this day many of the 
new graves that will be decorated, will 
have been victims of death due to fires. 
Deaths that might have been avoided if 
someone had taken heed to have perform¬ 
ed some much needed fire prevention work 
around the home or place of business. 

Many times it is only necessary to 
cultivate Safety Habits to make a place 
much safer from fires starting. It is 
thoughtless disposal of lighted matches 
and "smokes” that cause the largest num¬ 
ber of fires throughout the nation. Tak¬ 
ing an extra second to be sure that these 
smokes are dead before throwing them 
away would save lives, property, natural 
resources, jobs, and our recreation 
grounds. This in itself may seem a small 


thing to do, but most fires are small tyhen 
they start, but expand exceedingly fast. 

The real large fires that we hear about 
and make the headlines constitute but a 
fraction of the losses. It is the innum¬ 
erable small fires that we do not always 
hear about that swells the property loss. 
The small fires which are mostly in the 
home usually start from carelessness, 
poor housekeeping, and lack of safety 
precautions. 

Consider for a moment if you will a 
community such as ours to be mostly 
destroyed with a loss of 12,000 citizens. 
If such a thing did happen, everyone 
would be talking about it and what 
should or could have been done to pre¬ 
vent it. But because usually only a few 
lives are lost, we sort of overlook such 
things as not going to happen here. May¬ 
be we are too over-confident. 

Now is the time to check your home 
from attic to cellar before the cold sea¬ 
son starts and find out just what hazards 
you have that should be removed and 
remove them. Fire and Death go hand in 
hand and grant no favors, lives and prop¬ 
erty is all they seek, none are spared. 

Make every day Fire Prevention Day— 
instead of regretting it on Memorial Day.

In order to grow, they need a tax sys¬ 
tem which permits growth out of earn¬ 
ings. But in getting cash for expanding 
operations, they face the block of the high, 
discriminatory Federal income tax. 


The corporate tax rate consists of 30 
percent on taxable income up to $25,000 
and 52 percent on all income over that. 
Even worse is the plight of the business¬ 
man operating a small unincorporated 
business as a sole proprietorship. Out of 
every dollar of next taxable income above 
$16,000, he pays 50 cents or more in taxes. 
Truly the tax system puts a penalty on 
success.

“COMPETITION IS HEALTHY” 


For the first time in many 
years, the subject of "Trade" Is 
not a major issue in a presiden¬ 
tial election campaign.

One of the reasons Massachusetts is 
mentioned so often as one of the States 
Adlai might swing over to his column is 
that it voted Democratic in every Presi¬ 
dential election from 1928 to 1948. 

This is how the national experts think 
Stevenson might roll up the 266 electoral 
votes he must get to win the Presidency. 

They give him all 11 States of the Con¬ 
federacy, four of which he lost to Ike in 
1952. Only Florida, however, is classified 
as doubtful this time.* 

Next they concede him the border 
States of West Virginia and Kentucky, 
which he carried four years ago, and 
Oklahoma and Missouri, which he lost 
in '52 but where he appears to be much 
stronger in this campaign. 

Those 15 States between them have 
167 electoral votes. Few political observ¬ 
ers would dispute that Stevenson is like¬ 
ly to carry all 15, although they might 
express some reservations about Florida. 

That alone would be an improvement 
over his 1952 performance when he car¬ 
ried only nine States possessing 89 elec¬ 
toral votes. 

The experts then assert that If Adlal 
can win back Massachusetts, Rhode Is¬ 
land, Arizona and New Mexico, all 
States with a strong Democratic back¬ 
ground in the Presidential elections 
preceding 1952, ho would pick up an¬ 
other 28 electoral votes and boost his 
total 195. 

Of those four States, the one Adlai is 
likely to have the most difficult time re¬ 
claiming is Massachusetts which is al¬ 
most by far the most important since it 
has 16 electoral votes compared to four 
each for Rhode Island, Arizona and New 
Mexico. v 

Next the pundits say that if Stevenson 
could then pick up two industrial States 
—and they list Pennsylvania and Mich¬ 
igan as possibilities—it would give him 
247 electoral votes. 

Pennsylvania with 32 electoral votes 
and Michigan with 20 are considered with¬ 
in Stevenson’s possible reach because 
Pennsylvania has had a big Democratic 
registration and Michigan has had unem¬ 
ployment in the automobile industry. 

That would leave Stevenson 19 short 
of the 266 electoral votes he would need 
to win, and to put him over the top the 
experts give him a chance of capturing 
Minnesota and Iowa, where the greatest 
farm unrest is considered to exist. 

Those 23 States would give Adlai 268 
electoral votes, two more than a majority. 

That reckoning does not give President 
Eisenhower any the best of it because, 
although he has unquestionably suffered 
heavy losses in Iowa’s farm vote, he is still 
being picked to carry the State. 

But if Stevenson were to win all the 
other 22 States which the political sharp3 
think might conceivably go into his col¬ 
umn but lose Massachusetts to Eisen¬ 
hower, he also would lose the election— 
unless he can capture some other state 
with an equally big electoral vote. 

The political seers say that the big 
"Ifs” in their appraisal of how Adlai could 
win are Pennsylvania, Michigan, Iowa and 
Minnesota. 

We would be disposed to add that 
Massachusetts also stands in the "If” 
column. Stevenson certainly has a long 
way to go before he would be favored to 
carry it.

The so-called "blanks” in a primary 
can be very revealing in indicating wheth¬ 
er a contender for high office has any no¬ 
ticeable weakness in his own party ranks. 

An analysis of the primary returns 
points clearly to the conclusion that 
Sumner G. Whittier and his running mates 
on the GOP State ticket are very strong 
in the Republican party. Here is the rea¬ 
soning behind that opinion; 

The Democratic turnout for the pri¬ 
mary was just about what the political 
experts expected. The Republican vote 
was a little bigger than was anticipated. 

The political pundits, who studied all 
the aspects of the primary, predicted that 
between 500,000 and 600,000 Democrats 
and between 250,000 and 300,000 Re¬ 
publicans would go to the polls. 

.Official tabulations now show that 532,- 
228 Democrats and 316,652 Republicans 
cast votes in the primary. With no con¬ 
tests at all for places at the head of the 
Republican ticket and with comparatively 
few real fights anywhere in the party, the 
fact that nearly a third of a million GOP 
voters took the time and trouble to go to 
their polling places is surprising. 

Republican leaders, however, consider 
the figures on the number of "blanks” 
even more significant than the statistics 
on the total turnouts of the two parties. 

Ordinarily, there is a tendency on the 
part of the voters to pass over candidates 
who are standing unopposed, as were 
Whittier and his GOP ticket mates, and 
to center their attention on the positions 
for which there are contests. A vote for 
Whittier was strictly of a complimentary 
nature. 

Yet, the figures disclose that there 
were more Democratic blanks for Gov¬ 
ernor than there were on the Republican 
side where there was no special incen¬ 
tive to vote for Whittier. 

Democratic politicos may shrug that 
off by pointing out fAat the turnout in 


Piimaiy Figures Give Hope to GOP ... 

Republican leaders, after studying the 
official returns for the recent primary, 
now feel that the figures are much more 
encouraging for their party’s cause than 
was first believed. 

In searching for straws in the election 
winds, the professionals and experts cen¬ 
ter their attention not only on the vote 


their primary was rsi/Astantially higher 
than in the GOP, oi tfyjmt does not com¬ 
pletely change the pVj»e. 

Of the 532,228 Democrats who went 
to the polls in the primary, 358,051 voted 
for Furcolo, 131,496 for Buckley, and 
42,672 didn’t bother voting for either can¬ 
didate. 

What the political scholars try to 
figure out in analyzing those returns is 
whether Furcolo in November will get the 
votes of the 171,168 Democrats who went 
to the polls in the primary but did not 
cast their ballots for him. 

Strange as it may seem, there is a 
greater likelihood that he will get the sup¬ 
port of the people who voted against him 
in the primary than of the people who 
while they were in the polling places 
didn’t bother to vote at all for the Gov¬ 
ernorship. 

On the Republican side, 286,013 Re¬ 
publicans went to the polls, and 30,610 
didn’t take the time to vote for Whittier. 
It is a fairly safe assumption that the rea¬ 
son most of them didn't do so was that 
they felt it didn’t mean anything. The 
same thing is not true in the case of Fur¬ 
colo who had a fight on his hands. 

It would appear that the Democrats 
have more cause to worry about the one 
voter in 13 in their party who didn't vote 
for cither gubernatorial contender than 
the Republicans do about the approx¬ 
imately one person in 10 in their primary 
who didn’t take the time to give Whittier 
a complimentary vote. 

A surprising thing about the Repub¬ 
lican primary returns was that the six 
members of the GOP ticket were closely 
bunched, with the totals falling off only 
slightly as the voter went down the ballot.

World Wide Communion Day to 
Be Observed Here Sunday 


Overflow congregations are 
expected to fill Newton's 
churches this Sunday, as they 
join with Christians through¬ 
out the United States and more 
than 50 other nations In the 
17th annual observance of 
World Wide Communion Sun¬ 
day. 

Starting with services In the 
Fiji Isllanda and New Zealand 
on the other side of the Inter¬ 
national dateline and continu¬ 
ing westward with the sun 
throughout the day to the far 
outposts of the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere, the observance will give 
global testimony to the unity 
of the common faith shared by 
Christians of the world. 

Services In many of the 
churches will launch intensive 
campaigns of several weeks 
duration to recruit new mem 
bers and strengthen the ties of 
old members. Some have sched¬ 
uled preparatory services the 
preceding week, and will pro¬ 
vide communion to shut-ins and 
others unable to attend formal 
services.- Many churches will 
mark the occasion with special 
observances. 

Reverend Sydney Adams at 
the Centenary Methodist 
Church In Auburndale will be 
assisted in this service by two 
students from Boston Univer¬ 
sity School of Theology, sym¬ 
bolising oneness with those of 
different color and racial back¬ 
grounds. He will be assisted by 
Mr. A. R. Sasane from India 
and Miss I. Chung Rhee from 
Korea. 

In Newton, Eliot Churches 
Dr. R. A. Eusden and Rev. Paul 
Uhlinger of the Newton Metho¬ 
dist Church will emphasize the 
ecumenical principle by coop¬ 


erating In two services at the 
Newton Methodist Church, one 
at 9:30 a. m. and the second at 
11:00 a. m. It is expected that 
the two congregations will be 
mingled at these services. 

First Baptist Church In New¬ 
ton (Newton Centre), it was an¬ 
nounced by Rev. R. H. Bishop, 
will hold its World Wide Com 
munlon service in Noyes Hall 
at the Andover Newton Theo¬ 
logical School. The First Baptist 
Church sanctuary Is presently 
undergoing renovation together 
with a new organ and chancel 
installation. Rev. Bishop reports 
that great Importance Is attach 
ed to this World Christian Com¬ 
munity service by his parish 
each year. 

Rev. E. F. Young of Newton 
Centre Methodist Church has 
stated that the text of his ser¬ 
mon will relate to “The Lord's 
Last Supper”.

As an 
ecumenical feature of this 
World Wide Communion Sun¬ 
day, a family night supper will 
be held at the church from 5:30 
p. m. to 8:00 p. m. to Be fol¬ 
lowed by foreign student speak 
ers from Boston University who 
will appear in native costume 
and demonstrate and play upon 
their own native musical In¬ 
struments. Students are ex¬ 
pected from the countries of 
China, India and Korea.

An indictment against the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital Cor¬ 
poration was returned by the 
Middlesex County Grand Jury 
Monday after it had heard evi¬ 
dence relative to two deaths 
which occured in the hospital 
last June, District Atty. Eph¬ 
raim Martin indicated arrange¬ 
ments would be made this week 
for a rormal arraignment of the 
Newton • Wellesley Hospital 
Corporation. 

No individual was named in 
the indictment. The only penal¬ 
ty to which the hospital is liable 
is a fine. Conviction would re¬ 
sult neither in restriction in the 
hospital’s activities, nor would 


it increase its liability for suit 
by relatives of the two victims. 
Because it is a charitable cor¬ 
poration, the hospital cannot be 
sued In civil court for negli¬ 
gence of any of its officers and 
employees. 

Commenting on the indict¬ 
ment, Mark C. Wheeler, presi¬ 
dent of the hospital, stated: 

"The Newton-Wellesley Hos¬ 
pital is acutely aware of the 
tragic deaths which occurred at 
our Uospital last June. It has 
been and continues to be our

Toll Road 

Directors of the Newton 
Taxpayers’ Association are 
recommending to its mem¬ 
bers that the association go 
on record as favoring a free 
way through this city as the 
extension Of the Toll Road 
from Weston to Boston ra¬ 
ther than the proposed route 
over the Boston & Albany 
railroad roadbed. 

Access, recoupment of muni¬ 
cipal losses, and reinvestment 
are some of the contentions 
cited by the directors as reasons 
for favoring a freeway instead 
of a toll road. It also pointed 
Out that a freeway would pro¬ 
vide more local, area and reg¬ 
ional benefit: avoidance of triple 
charge on users, and better use 
of potentially available Federal 
funds. No decision was reached 
by the directors as to location 
of the highway but some of the 
reasons advanced for the free¬ 
way are as follows: 

Users must pay Federal taxes 
and state taxes for roads any¬ 
way. A toll road imposes 
third and direct charge which 
a freeway would avoid. 

Financing by state and fed¬ 
eral fund£ on the 10-90 formula 
is probable if there is no toll 
road paralleling such a route. 

A freeway provides a better 
chance for in-city access with

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Legislature 
Fails to Act 
on Toll Road 

A last-ditch attempt by New¬ 
ton legislators to secure a bill 
at a closing session designed 
to delay construction of the ex¬ 
tension of the East-West Toll 
Road from the Weston terminus 
into Boston met defeat last Fri¬ 
day in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. 

Filed at the request of Mayor 
Howard Whitmore, Jr., the bill 
would have rescinded the right 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority to build the extension 
until a comprehensive plan 
could be prepared and present¬ 
ed to the Legislature for ap¬ 
proval. 

Rep. Arthur G. Heaney of 
Newton Highlands shortly after 
noon Friday made a motion 
that the Rules Committee be 
instructed to report the bill to 
the floor, which requires a two- 
thirds vote. If the bill were re¬ 
ported to the floor, a four-fifths 
vote of the House would be re¬ 
quired to suspend the rules so 
that the bill -uld be consider¬ 
ed at the session. 

However, fewer than 50 mem¬ 
bers of the House were in at¬ 
tendance, and they defeated the 
motion by a standing vote. A 
favorable vote o 160 was need¬ 
ed for the passage of such a 
motion. 

Speaking in favor of Mr. 
Heaney’s motion were the other 
three legislators from Newton, 
Mrs. Irene K. Thresher, George 
E. Rawson, and Donald L. 
Gibbs. Opponents of the motion 
were Democratic Floor Leader 
John F. Thompson of Ludlow, 
and Rep. Joseph Graham of 
Brighton.

result of human error *nd not 
c d by any departure from 
generally accepted and ap¬ 
proved hospital practices. 

"The Hospital has employed 
outst ndlng experts to survey 
its pharmacy and proceduers, 
and 1 1 r recommendations 
have been followed by the Hos¬ 
pital. All possible steps have 
been taken to prevent the re¬ 
currence of these tragedies. 

"The question of a violation 
of a regulation of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health can only be determined 
by trial at which all of the per¬ 
tinent testimony will be pre¬ 
sented. 

"The regulation In question 
provide that "poisons and med¬ 
ications for external use shall 
be kept In a separate compart¬ 
ment or section 'f the pharma¬ 
cy or drug room.” Each of the 
supplies In question was kept 
In a separate compartment. 
Each bottle was well labelled 
with the name of the prepara¬ 
tion, and further precaution 
was taken in that the external 
preparation had orange labels 
and the internal use prepara¬ 
tions had white labels. In the 
opinion of e Hospital, there 
was compliance with the regu¬ 
lation. 

"The Hospital endorses the 
i ommendatlons of the District 
Attorney in seeking legislation 
to clarify and implement the 
laws as they now exist. As in 
the past, the Hospital will 
strive to maintain and improve 
the high standards which have 
long merited the Support of the 
community. 

The case concerned the 
deaths at the hospital of Gor¬ 
don M. McMullin, S3, of 30 Oak 
terrace, Newton Highlands, and 
Mrs. Marion C. duMont, 50, of 
41 Glenley terrace, Brighton. 

After the inquest in July, 
Judge Donald E. Mayberry 
found that the evidence war- 
rented a "finding of criminal 
negligence" on the part of Wil¬ 
liam S. Brines, director of the 
hospital Damon Van Buskirk, 
chief pharmacist, and Clyde R. 
Claus, pharmacist's aid. The

There may be some basis for their con¬ 
jecture. Yet, Stevenson, who obviously 
was running second when he swung into 
intensive action, had little alternative but 
to make a fast and early start if he was to 
cut down Ike’s advantage. He was in a 
position where he had to gamble. 

, This observer, who has had an oppor¬ 
tunity to check on voting sentiment in 
various sections of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire, has found that one issue 
is bolstering President Eisenhower against 
the impact of the Stevenson drive. 

That is that Ike stopped the war in 
Korea. Adlai’s claim that there is no real 
peace does not seem to be having much 
impact. As one voter in New Hampshire 
put it, maybe it isn’t much of a peace, 
but American soldiers aren’t being shot 
at and killed. 

The Democratic argument that seems 
to have had the most effect is the charge 
that the Eisenhower administration has 
been too friendly to big business, but 
there is no evidence yet that it has turned 
• the tide in Stevenson's favor. 

This race shapes up at this moment 
as close enough so that it could be won 
and lost in the last three weeks. While 
, Adlal Stevenson appears to be trailing 
, President Elsenhower, he doesn’t seem 
; to be so far behind that a strong flnlsh- 
, Ing surge and a few breaks in his favor 
could not carry him on to a victory. 

The fact is that Stevenson at the pres¬ 
ent time is probably not running as far 
behind Eisenhower as former President 
' Truman was trailing behind Thomas E. 

. Dewey at the comparable stage in the 1948 
■ campaign. Truman won his race in the 
last two or three. weeks, and Stevenson 
conceivably could do the same thing in 
the 28 days remaining before election. 

• • • • 

Whittier and Fnrcnlo in Tight Race ... 

A feeling exists that the fight between 
Sumner G. Whittier and Foster Furcolo is 
very tight, that the two men right now 
are running almost neck and neck and 
that the outcome of their struggle def¬ 
initely will depend on which of the two 
can make the stronger finish. 

Both are colorful campaigners and 
good speakers. Furcolo raced Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall down to the wire two 
years ago and lost by an extremely nar¬ 
row margin. 

Whittier is probably the most active 
and energetic candidate the Republican 
party in Massachusetts has had in modern 
times. He has personally met an amazing 
number of voters, and he could have an 
unsuspected reservoir of political strength. 

Tests of public sentiment that have 
been made indicate that Furcolo is ex¬ 
tremely strong in Western Massachusetts 
and that Whittier has tremendous vote¬ 
pulling power in the Greater Boston area. 
Furcolo also will draw heavily from the 
voters of Italian descent. 

Furcolo’s chances of achieving the 
Governorship will be injured by the clos¬ 
ing of the Boston Post, the only Dem¬ 
ocratic daily newspaper in Massachusetts, 
which probably would have given him im- 
s portant editorial support and would have 
offered him a powerful medium of reach¬ 
ing a great mass of voters. 

It is difficult to anticipate exactly what 
effect the loss of the Post will have upon 
Furcolo and the other Democratic can¬ 
didate, but it is almost certain that it will 
cost them some votes. 

The big battle waged by Whittier and 
Furcolo will be for the great bloc of inde¬ 
pendent votes. The two gubernatorial 
rivals have almost solid support within 
their respective parties, although Furcolo 
undoubtedly will be able to swing some 
Republicans of Italian ancestry over to his 
cause. 

Reports from GOP headquarters in¬ 
dicate that Governor Herter will take an 
increasingly active part in the electioneer¬ 
ing during the final weeks of the cam¬ 
paign. He could well give a tremendous 
lift to Whittier's drive. As they stumped 
at a fast tempo this week, Whittier and 
Furcolo appeared to be running almost 
shoulder to shoulder. 

• • • • 

Attorney General George Fingold is 
being challenged by perhaps the strongest 
candidate on the Democratic slate, color¬ 
ful Boston City Council President Edward 
J. McCormack, who has become the 
’’golden boy" of the Democratic party in 
Massachusetts. 

Fingold is now a veteran campaigner 
standing for reelection to a third term as 


Attorne General. He has built and 
strengthened himself during his four 
years in office and would be a formidable 
adversary for anyone. 

McCormack, however, is by far the 
most powerful contender Fingold has 
faced in his three battles for Attorney 
General. 

A graduate of the U. S. Naval Acad¬ 
emy at Annapolis and Boston University 
Law School, a navy veteran and the 
nephew of Congressional Majority Leader 
John W. McCormack, a young man who 
was raised on a diet of politics, McCor¬ 
mack has a colorful and attractive back¬ 
ground. 

When Mayor Hynes leaves for Europe 
next week, McCormack will become Bos¬ 
ton's Acting Mayor. That will force him 
to curtail his campaigning to some degree 
but is not likely to handicap him seriously. 
The McCormack-Fingold battle is certain 
to generate tremendous interest in its 
closing phases. 

• • • • 

For more than a decade State Auditor 
Thomas J. Buckley has been regarded as 
unbeatable, but scrappy, hard-working 
Joseph A. Nobile iB out to prove that 
isn’t so. 

Nobile, like Furcolo, is counting on the 
support from Italian-Americans in both 
political parties, and the likelihood is that 
he will get it. His father was the first 
Italian-born physician licensed to practice 
medicine in Massachusetts. 

While he is an underdog in the fight, 
Nobile has a remarkable educational and 
professional background. He is both a 
lawyer and an accountant. He was ed¬ 
ucated at Harvard College, Harvard Busi¬ 
ness School, Northeastern University Law 
School and Boston University and has 
studied banking and finance as well as law. 
He is probably as well trained and qual¬ 
ified a candidate as ever sought the office 
of Auditor. 

He is still, of coqfse, up against a 
tough opponent in Buckley who has man¬ 
aged to survive Republican sweeps and 
trends that have sent other Democratic 
candidates plummeting to defeat. 

• • • • 

Two Close Congressional Fights in State 

Massachusetts has two congressional 
battles in marginal districts which the 
rest of the nation is watching in the fight 
between the two political parties for the 
control of the 85th Congress. 

One is in the 10th district where Con¬ 
gressman Laurence Curtis is being chal¬ 
lenged by former Assistant U. S. Attorney 
Jackson J. Holtz of Brookline. The other 
is in the 8th district where Representa¬ 
tive C. Eugene Farnam of Medford is 
striving to upset Congressman Torbert H. 
Macdonald. 

It is a return match for Curtis and 
Holtz who clashed in 1954, with Curtis 
winning after a hard fight. Curtis now 
has four years in office behind him, is an 
experienced Congressman and is emphas¬ 
izing that the experience he has gained 
should*be of great value during the next 
two years. 

Holtz is a hard-working, energetic 
campaigner who has a big following beat¬ 
ing the drums for him. Curtis and Holtz 
may put on another exciting and thrilling 
run, with the outcome in doubt until the 
last ballots are counted on the early morn¬ 
ing after election day. 

• • • • 

Canidates Question Use of Television ... 

Political strategists in both parties 
have reached the conclusion that it may 
be dangerous to rely too heavily on tele¬ 
vision as a means of reaching the voters 
during the present campaign. 

The Republican high command has 
gone so far as to send a warning to GOP 
candidates across the country that dull, 
boring TV speeches may cost them votes 
instead of winning support for them. 

There is no doubt but that television 
plays an important part in a Presidential 
campaign, although there is a serious 
question whether it reaches into as many 
homes as has hitherto been believed. 

It is safe to say that President Eisen¬ 
hower and Adlai Stevenson command 
huge audiences whenever they speak over 
the television networks. 

But it also is a fairly safe guess that 
a great many people tune them out and 
switch to another station when they fail 
to generate the anticipated amount of 
interest. 

Adlai Stevenson’s campaign managers, 
in fact, have expressed dissatisfaction 
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with his TV appearances and the public 
response to them and are placing greater 
emphasis on whistlestopping, motorcades, 
public square speeches and newspaper 
headlines. 

Like the Republican strategists, they 
have found that the public expects the 
political campaigning to he dressed up 
with a certain aifiount of carnival trim¬ 
mings and trappings and that they’re 
not likely to get excited about a politic¬ 
ian reading a windy 30-mlnute speech. 

If witty, gifted Adlai Stevenson is hav¬ 
ing trouble holding television audiences, 
it doesn’t take too much imagination to 
visualize what is happening at the lower 
levels of State and congressional fights. 
The answer, of course, is that in many 
instances the candidates are making TV 
speeches principally to their relatives, 
close friends and fervent supporters who 
are going to vote for them anyway. 

A calculated risk any office-seeker 
must take when he goes on television, 
particularly one running for a compara¬ 
tively minor position, is that he will an¬ 
tagonize the voters by blacking out one 
of their favorite programs. 

Much the same psychology is involved 
as when an automobile bearing the sign 
of a political candidate weaves it and out 
of line in traffic or in some way inconven¬ 
iences or annoys another motorist. 

The driver, perhaps forced to swerve 
toward the curb, glances at the offending 
car and the banner it displays and usually 
concludes that the person at the wheel 
is the candidate himself who, in fact, is 
probably many miles away trying to win 


friends and influence people. “That’s one 
guy I’m NOT going to vote for,” he tells 
himself. 

In the case of television, the members 
of a family may settle down in the living 
room after dinner expecting to see a 
talented entertainer who ordinarily appers 
at a regular time on a specified evening. 

What happens when instead of the an¬ 
ticipated program coming on, an an¬ 
nounce ment is made that the facilities of 
the station have been engaged for the 
next 15 or 30 minutes by the campaign 
committee of John Q. Candidate? 

Well, the viewers may greet the 
change wtih enthusiasm. The stronger 
probability, however, Is that there will 
be mutters and exclamations of disap¬ 
pointment and that they will begin 
switching the dial to see what’s on an¬ 
other station. 

Only a few years ago, campaigning by 
television was new and novel, and many 
people sat by their sets listening to the 
arguments and appeals of the candidates 
who suddenly showed up on the screens 
in their living rooms. 

Now, however, most persons expect 
to be entertained when they turn on tele¬ 
vision. They'll work up a certain amount 
of enthusiasm about one of the big spec¬ 
taculars such as are occasionally present¬ 
ed for one of the Presidential contenders. 

It’s very questionable, however, that 
a high percentage of them will sit through 
a 15 or 30-minute speech, even though 
that speech is a part of the so-called great 
debate. They’re likely to go dial-hunting 
for something a little more lively and 
exciting.

"I think that I am in the right 
business,” says Mrs. Ragna 
Hovgaard, "because I like peo¬ 
ple." Mrs. Hovgaard has been 
liking people in Newton for 
more than 30 years. One of the 
four Supervisors of Recreation 
for the City, she has been help¬ 
ing people enjoy then-selves, 
teaching youngsters citizenship 
thru play. But to her recrea¬ 
tion Is often almost frantic 
business, especially • at Hallo¬ 
ween. 

Mrs. Hovgaard starts plan¬ 
ning for Halloween fun as soon 
as school starts In the Fall. The 
plans swiftly snowball to in¬ 
clude more than 2000 citizens 
In a joint effort to give all the 
youngsters of Newton a richly 
rewarding evening of fun. Few 
people realize the amount of 
planning that goes on to co¬ 
ordinate the 300 separate par¬ 
ties which take place In as 
many different locations. Mrs. 
Hovgaard calls hundreds of in¬ 
terested persons, checking 
dates, facilities, and personnel. 
Her blue eyes light up with 
godd humor when she asks for 
assistance, and after talking 
with her for a few minutes no 
one can say "no" to her for she 
has a gracious knack for put¬ 
ting people at ease. 

Mrs. Hovgaard is fondly 
called the "Halloween Lady," 
and is very proud of this title. 
For 16 years she has been 
the Department Supervisor in 
charge of the Halloween Par¬ 
ties. She started against op- 
position, indifference, and com¬ 
plete lack of funds. Thru the 
years she enlisted the aid of 
the entire city. Many neighbor¬ 
ing towns and cities now offer 
similar controlled Halloween 
parties. 

As General Supervisor she 
keeps In close touch with a 
great many committee made up 
of School Personnel, Clergy, 
business and civic leaders. The 
committees are given the wid¬ 
est latitude for planning the 
separate parties, but she urges 
that the individual parties be 
suited to the age level of the 
children participating. And she 
stresses the word participate 
for Ragna Hovgaard believes 
that a child must participate 
In order to learn from his ex¬ 
periences. 

Mrs. Hovgaard Is proud of 
the fact that although ener- 
getlc exuberant boys and girls 
are potential dynamite when 
they are in a rollicking mood, 
the supervision of these many 
controlled parties is such that, 
even tho unobtrusive, no un¬ 
toward incident or serious 
emergency has ever marred 
them. 

When Mrs. Hovgaard first 
broached the idea of organized 
Halloween parties for the City 
of Newton she met with com¬ 
plete indifference from the pub¬ 
lic. Ex-Mayor Theodore Lock- 
wood encouraged and assisted 
her. Then Dr. Homer L. Ander¬ 
son. former Superintendent of 
Schools offered his help uncon¬ 
ditionally. He called the par¬ 
ties "an out-of-school educa¬ 


tional experience which de¬ 
served whole-hearted support.” 
Dr. Harold B. Gores, Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools said in an 
article that he wrote for "The 
Nations Schools" in 1950: 

“Yet the test of the parties 
is not found in the statistics 
of reduced vandalism, in the 
promotion of the partnership of 
home and school, nor in the 
greater objective of vigorous 
community life, rather the test 
is whether the parties are good 
for the children. The evidence, 
tho not objective is nevertheless 
compelling. For the lower 
grades Halloween has become 
a useful source of Instructional 
motivation for the upper grades 
it has become a useful 
source of social experience." 
This is, perhaps, the typical out¬ 
look of the School Teacher. But 
the child sees the parties as 
only fun. As one first grader 
said. "Next to Christmas I like 
Halloween best.” 

Halloween is only one part 
of Mrs. Hovgaard's job. I n the 
summer she supervises 18 play.

Furbush Demands That Rent 
Gouging Be Put to An End 


Thousands of messages of 
congratulation have poured in 
on Senate President Richard 1. 
Furbush during the past few 
days praising him for taking 
t' initiative in demanding that 
rent gouging in Massachusetts 
he stopped and rent gougers 
be exposed to the public. 

The long overdue, full-scale 
legislative probe into the sky¬ 
rocketing of rents became a re¬ 
ality this week when Senator 
FurbusVi, candidate for Secre¬ 
tary of State, was successful 
in winning approval from both 
political parties of his move for 
a special legislative committee 
’ investigation. 

Furbush, who was the first 
prominent member of the Leg- 
; islature to support such a 


move. hit. out at the rent goug¬ 
ing by a few ..heartless Indi¬ 
viduals. 

In a letter to the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Furbush said, "It has come to 
my attention that a few greedy 
individuals who are owners of 
apartment buildings have brok¬ 
en faith with those in the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Legislature who do 
rjt believe in imposing war¬ 
time controls during peacetime. 

"Since the end of rent con" 
trol legislation, rents in multi- 
uni* dwellings have reportedly 
been increased by an average 
of 30 pe -cent state wide," said 
Furbush. 

"The increases vary through¬ 
out the Commonwealth from a

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Gibbons Goes On TV This Week 
To Tell Of Republican Record 

neighboring Lawrence.. 

"Four years ago Lawrenco 
was * In desperate straits," 
said Qlbbons. "Today, after four 
years of Republican Administra¬ 
tion, the situation there has 
been greatly improved. What 
has been done In Lawrence, can 
be done In Haverhill, If the need 
arises for suoh an extensive, 
Intensive program." 

Monday night, Gibbons car¬ 
ried his drive for the Lieutenant 
Governorship Into Newton 
where he headed a list of pro¬ 
minent speakers at a Repub¬ 
lican rally. The meeting and re¬ 
ception was held under spon¬ 
sorship of several Newton Re¬ 
publican organizations with 
Gibbons, Congressman Curtis, 
Senator Furbush, Attprney Gen¬ 
eral Flngold. Christian Herter, 
Jr., who seeks tho Governor's 
Councilor seat, and many other 
candidates presont. 

Olbbons also spoke Monday 
night at a Candidates' Night 
rally In Watertown sponsored 
bjf the Watertown Women's Re¬ 
publican Club. 

He spent all day Tuesday, 
Oct. 9, in Worcester and was 
principal speaker that night at 
a rally In Uxbridge Hlgn 
School. In Worcester he made 
tho rounds of coffee hours, vis¬ 
ited hospitals, talked with pe¬ 
destrians along the streets, vis¬ 
ited manufacturing plants and 
did some electioneering in Lin¬ 
coln Square by the auditorium 
where he was endorsed for the 
Lieutenant Governorship by the 
Republican Convention last 
June. 


Rep. Charles Gibbons. Repub¬ 
lican candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor, will take to the air¬ 
waves this week to bring the 
reoord of Republican Admini¬ 
stration accomplishments to 
the voters of Massachusetts. 

Thursday, Oct 11, Gibbons 
Will begin a series of 26 con¬ 
secutive dally and weekend 
broadcasts ovor Station WDZ 
and WBZA, Boston and Spring- 
field, winding up on the eve 
of election. These will bo In ad¬ 
dition to many TV appearances 
and other radio broadcasts 
scheduled by Mr. Qlbbons be¬ 
tween now and the windup uf 
hla campaign for Lieutenant 
Governor.

"This broadcast series is 
aimed at driving home the truth 
to the voters as to the Herter- 
Republican Administration ac¬ 
complishments of the past four 
years,” dcolared Gibbons, to 
whom Governor Herter has re¬ 
ferred as "my good right arm 
In the Legislature." Gibbons 
was Speaker of tho House In 
1903-64, the first two years of 
Harter's term, and Is present 
Republican Floor Leader. 

"I am proud to have been an 
Important leader In this Re¬ 
publican Administration," said 
Gibbons, "and I Intend to tell 
the people what has been done 
over the last four years about 
giving our children better edu¬ 
cational opportunities, improv¬ 
ing our highways, improving 
the state’s recreational facili¬ 
ties — beaches, lakes, forests, 
swimming pools — that are 
open to all the people. I want 
them to know, too, about what 
Is being done to Improve the 
lot of our sick and nged, about 
the hospitals and about the 
mentally retarded program for 
school children which is work¬ 
ing out with great success." 

Gibbons said these and a 
number of other topics will pro¬ 
vide the subjects for his broad¬ 
casts.

8, visiting manufacturing plants, 
talking with merchants and 
tradesmen,, and ohatting with 
men and wqmen at a number 
of teas, Gibbons likened the 
jobs and industrial problems 
of Haverhill with those of

ver on TV, was launched Octo¬ 
ber 8 at tho Olaflln School in 
Ncwtonvillc by the Newton 
Stevcnson-Kcfauver Committee, 
headed by Mrs, Betty Taymor 
and Robert W, Gallagher. Fund¬ 
raising booklets wore distrib¬ 
uted to all members, who will 
canvass the olty In the coming 
weeks, In an endeavor to get 
all possible financial help for 
the Democratic Presidential and 
Vice-Presidential candidates.'

Whittier Outlines Program 
For More Prosperous State 


Lieutenant Governor Sumner 
O, Whittier stepped up the 
tempo of his campaign this 
week aa he outlined apeolfio 
recommendations for a better 
and more prosperous Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Tha Republican candidate for 
Governor considerably broad¬ 
ened the scope of hla drive for 
the Governorship when he: 

Proposed a far-reaching 7- 
point program for natural re- 
sources and recreation: 

Hit. strongly at rent gougers: 

Called for a coordinated 
analysis of Greater Boston's 
transportation and continued to 
document the story of progress 
under the Hertor-Whtttier Ad¬ 
ministration, 

Stating he was deeply dis¬ 
turbed by the reports of un¬ 
reasonable rent increases by a 
few large apartment house 
owners, Lt. Gov. Whittier said: 

"Tho people who have fallen 
prey to these individuals must 
be protected and I whole-heart¬ 
edly endorse a full and complete 
Investigation of all the facts ... 
there are but a few apartment 
operators who need be appre- 
hopslvc of this probe. They by 
their own selfishness, have in- 
vi’ed it." 

His plan of action called for 
a major atudy of our natural re- 
iources. to draw up a master 
plan for aotlon; the continued 
devlopmont of beachds and 
bathing facilities already begun 
by the Herter -Whittier Adminis¬ 
tration; a survey of the rights 
of way to our great ponds, un¬ 
developed beaches and water¬ 
ways so they will be accessible 
for the development of recrea¬ 
tional facilities; 

Tho Improvement of our chan¬ 
nels and harbors to accommo¬ 
date the Increasing numbers of 
sport fishermen; preservation of 
opr green areas to protect their 
iconic beauty and wild life; ex- 
t'lnration of ways to best use 
tho 45 percent of our State's 
Ifttid area that Is presently non¬ 
productive; and insuring that 
pur outstanding scenic and rec¬ 
reational attractions are not 
ruined by "quick-dollar" ex¬ 
ploitation. 

During the week the Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor also held confer¬ 
ences with regional transporta¬ 
tion experts as he tackled an¬ 
other major problem— 

“No problem affecting the 
Greater Boston area," he said, 
“is more urgent and compli¬ 
cated than the problem of main¬ 
taining a well-lntegated overall 
transportation system. Twice 
each business day the wage 
earners flow like a tidal wave 
to their jobs each morning and 
back home at night with in¬ 
teracting effect and irresistible 
force on every highway, rapid 
transit line, commuting service 
and their directly related termi¬ 
nal and parking facilities." 

He referred in detail to the 


question of how Route 128 and 
' tho East-West toll road would 
bo connected with downtown 
Boston and aaid that a matter 
of this magnitude can not be 
dlsposod of behind elosed doors. 

He proposed a coordinated 
review of the entire problem 
and added: "When such a re¬ 
view haa been completed and 
all the facta are In, there 
should be ample opportunity for 
tho public, and especially the 
citizens of Newton, Brookline, 
Allston and the other communi¬ 
ties moat nearly affected, to be 
heard," 

He promised to make this 
problem "the first order of busi¬ 
ness" If elected Qovernor. 

The Hertet-Whlt'ler record of 
progress In the fields of higher 
(duration, civil rights, and the 
problems of the aged also were 
outlined In vigorous speeches 
by tho Lieutenant Governor. 

In the area of civil rights, he 
(aid that the compliance of 
Massachusetts’ resort hotels 
with tho provisions of the 
.Slate's elvil rights statutes— 
"Is typical of the progress made 
under the Herter-Whittler ad¬ 
ministration”

Furcolo Asks For Action In 
Fields of Education & Aging 


Foster Furcolo, Democratic 
nominee fot Governor, called for 
vigorous State action In the 
fields of education and the 
aging In addresses delivered 
last week. 

He emphasized what he 
termed "a non-political, hi- 
paitlsan effort'' to solve edu¬ 
cational problems and to Im¬ 
prove and expand programs for 
aging persons. 

Discussing education, Furcolo 
pointed out that present needs 
call for 2.000 teachers annually 
but that at the present rate 
teachers’ colleges are able to 
giaduatc only about 1100 new 
teachers per year. 

"And of these, only about 800 
actually become teachers with¬ 
in the Commonwealth," he de¬ 
clared. 

He proposed that to help meet 
the teacher shortage, the Uni- 
veislty of Massachusetts should 
be expanded through a system 
of community colleges, provid¬ 
ing greater access for teacher 
training. 

Furcolo also pointed out that 
many schools In the Stnte are 
substandard In condition. 

"Actually 28 percent of the 
schools are unsatisfactory and 
In many cases are (Ire traps," 
the Democratic nominee stated. 

Furcolo, In his remarks con¬ 
cerning problems of the aging, 
sharply criticized the delay In 
opening of Cushing Veterans 
Hospital .In Framingham as a 
center for hospitalization of the 
aged. 

"After watting two years— 
two long years—we are told 
that we must wait still longer 
before the 1800 empty beds 
will be put to use,” he said. 

•The Federal Government 
sold this hospital to the State 


for one dollar, but to this day, 
the people of the State have not 
gotten one dollar's benefit from 
It,” Furcolo charged. 

Furcolo decried the present 
situation where many aged III 
are confined to mental hospitals 
because there Is not room In 
other State Institutions for 
them. 

“Right now, more than one- 
third of all the patients In our 
mental hospitals are over 60 
years of age, and they are not 
all mental patients," he de¬ 
clared. 

Furcolo said that If he Is elect¬ 
ed Governor he will call a con¬ 
ference for elder citizens, bring¬ 
ing together doctors, nurses, 
educators, employers and geria¬ 
trics experts to develop pro¬ 
grams for Increasing cultural, 
educational and recreational op¬ 
portunities for the aging. 

He said the senior citizens 
could be aided by the creation 
of a State Division of Geria¬ 
trics, staffed with experts 
trained In the problems and 
tieatment of older people. Oth¬ 
er objectives, he listed, were: 
casing the economic burden 
caused by the Increased cost of 
llv.ng, and creation of more 
;ob opportunities for the el¬ 
derly. 

The former Congressman and 
State Treasurer, meanwhile, 
wuund up u series of statewide 
regional conferences which 
were attended by overflow 
gatherings of Democratic lend¬ 
ers and city and town commit¬ 
tee people Opening early last 
week In Hyannis, the meetings 
were also held in Dartmouth. 
Lawrence. Worcester, Pittsfield 
and lastly, Springfield.

less disruption of existing cen¬ 
ters. 

A freeway gives the city bet¬ 
ter opportunity to Influence the 
line of the route chosen; hence 
more opportunity to route it 
so as to he able to recoup the 
Inevitable valuation losses by 
modifying the zoning In the dis¬ 
trict. 

Such reanalysls of zoning 
would presumably allow for 
more intensive dollar invest¬ 
ment per square foot of land 
affected. 


A freeway provides the op¬ 
portunity to place such devel¬ 
opment on the periphery of the 
city. One of Newton’s advan¬ 
tages as a good suburb Is that 
peripheral rather than entral In¬ 
dustrial development has been 
the rule rather than the excep¬ 
tion. 

Access and recoupment would 
have area benefits: l.e. Include 
Waltham, if the highway should 
be located northerly In Newtort. 

Similarly on a regional basis, 
a freeway would give citizens 
not only here but In commun¬ 
ities weat of Newton free and 
rapid access to Boston. 

Moreover, the converse Is true 
with regard to benefiting the 
central metropolitan area, since 
Boston shippers would not need 
to pay an extra premium for 
this leg of the trip connecting 
their major trucking depots 
with their most active and lu¬ 
crative markets on the south¬ 
west run to New York. 

In general, the taxpayers’ di¬ 
rectors do not think a toll road 
should run Inside Route 128 to 
Boston no matter from what di¬ 
rection.

Curtis Emphasizes Need For 
Experience In Congress 


U.S. Rep. Laurence Curtis of 
the 10th Congressional District 
emphasized the need for experi¬ 
ence In handling the large num¬ 
ber of complicated problems 
facing a Congressman today. 

“A man with experience and 
know-how In all phases of gov 
ernmental activity can serve far 
more effectively than a person 
who would require on-the-job 
training,” Congressman Curtis 
pointed out. 

The problems confronting a 
congressman in a District as 
large as the 10th Congressional 
would be very difficult for an 
Inexperienced man to tackle, 
according to experts in govern¬ 
ment. 

In a recent press conference, 
Congressman Curtis said that 
one of his first duties is to see 
that every constituent receives 
fair treatment in all his rela¬ 
tions with the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

"I have helped constituents 
in their problems with Civil 
Service, Post Office positions, 
Boston naval Shipyard situa¬ 
tions, immigration problems, 
military service and other mat¬ 
ters. At the same time, I have 
to keep abreast of the affairs 
of the government at all levels 
and do my work in the Commit¬ 
tee of the Judiciary,” Congress¬ 
man Curtis explained. 

He pointed out that one of 
the greatest accomplishments 
of the Eisenhower administra¬ 
tion has been to stop almost 
in Its tracks the devaluation of 
the dollar and the resulting pay¬ 
roll robbery from the working 
people of America. “As a re¬ 
sult the pay increases of the 
last four years have been real 
increases, not cancelled out by 
dishonest dollars,” Congress¬ 
man Curtis declared. 

Congressman Curtis stresses 
his support of programs benefit¬ 
ing this region. He worked on 
such major measures as flood 
control, reasonable tariff pro¬ 
tection for Massachusetts in¬ 
dustries, Federal policies help¬ 
ful to the Port of Boston, main¬ 
tenance of construction and em¬ 
ployment In the Naval shipyard 
and in other installations.

State and Federal government 
stated that the policies of the 
Eisenhower administration have 
helped bring about a high rate 
of employment at high wages 
which have brought benefits to 
the American people. 

“I have continually support¬ 
ed policies which had this ef¬ 
fect. It would have been poli¬ 
tically easier to continue old 
ways of government controls, 
free spending, and deficit fi¬ 
nancing, but the new policies 
have worked, and should be 
continued," he said.

Political Experts Feel Stevenson’s Campaign Has Falteied 
Both Ike and Stevenson Scheduled to Appear in Boston 

Political experts, who have been closely watching the 
election trends and shifts, believe that President Eisen¬ 
hower has gained during the past week or 10 days' in his 
race with Adlai Stevenson and that Stevenson, after a 
brief spurt, has begun to falter. 

The election pundits are in agreement, that Adlai is 
substantially stronger today than he was at comparable 
stage four years ago, but after all their studies and analy¬ 
ses they can’t see where he could get the necessary 
electoral votes to win the Presidency. 

It is also the judgment of the soundest observers, on 
the basis of the tests of sentiment they have made, that 
Eisenhower would carry Massachusetts—if the election 
were being held today.

Put In Churches Throughout

Lending impetus to a movement originally started by 
the trustees of the First Unitarian Society earlier this 
month, the Newton Council of Churches has gone on re- 
I cord as wanting no part of an extension of the East-West 
, Toll Road through thiq, city. 

Ernst Syefarth, president of the Council of Churches, 
contends that the traffic from the toll road should go into 
Boston on freeways, rather than on a toll road which 
would divide this city. 

Action, as a result, has taken place here when peti¬ 
tions -were circulated to 43 Newton churches protesting 
such a plan by the Turnpike Authority. 

The council asked church-goers last Sunday to sign 
the petitions urging that the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority’s power to build such an extension into Boston 
be revoked. In some of the churches, ministers spoke 
from the pulpit urging their parishioners to sign the peti¬ 
tions while at others the petitions were placed at the rear 
of the church for signatures.

Free Chest X-ray Survey 
In Nonantum Next Week 

October 22, 23, and 24, the Newton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association will conduct a free chest X-ray survey for adult res¬ 
idents of Nonantum, especially those 45 years old and older. 
X-rays will be available for these people from 3 to 8 p.m. Mon- 
duy, Tuesday, and Wednesday of next week, at the Hawthorn 
Playground 


It is important that those 
who come for an X-ray come 
prepared to give the name and 
address of their family doc¬ 
tors, so that reports of the 
X-ray findings may be sent to 
the private physicians. All 
negative reports will be sent 
directly to the individuals with¬ 
in about 4 weeks after the 
survey. 

It Is not necessary to remove 
clothing for the X-ray, but it 
is important that the clothing 
worn is free of any metal but¬ 
tons, clasps, pins, etc. All that 
is required for an X-ray is but 
a moment of the individual’s 
time. 

An annual chest X-ray is 
liighly recommended for all 
adults 45 years old and older, 
because more and more fre¬ 
quently new cases of tubercu¬ 
losis are being found in the 


older age groups. It is the spe¬ 
cial hope of the Association 
that grandparents living in the 
same house with their.grand¬ 
children will take advantage 
of the free X-ray service. 

Tuberculosis is a contagious 
disease, most dangerous when 
it goes unsuspected. Usually 
the only symptoms of TB are 
so slight or so common to other 
things (like fatigue, cigarette 
cough, colds) that they are 
very often ignored or misin¬ 
terpreted. Parents and grand- 
parents may unknowingly be 
spreading the disease to their 
families. It is equally import¬ 
ant, too, for the protection of 
the individual who has TB to 
find it out as soon as possible; 
discovering TB in its earliest 
stages is one of the first steps

In li’rn sermon at the First Unitarian Church in West 
Newton Sunday, Rev. John Ogden Fisher said that a toll 
road through the heart of Newton would require “un-

a new church. We can meet in each other’s homes, or hire 
halls if we have to. Rut that leaves out of consideration 
the value and meaning of this building to those who 
constructed it and have used it for the past 50 years.” 

The petition's wording was suggested hy the Mayor’s 
Citizens Advisory Committee which had already asked 
the state legislature to pass a similar hill in the current 
session, but which the House of Representatives refused 
to consider this year. The Council of Churches is aiming 
its petition at the 1957 legislative session. 

The petition was not only circulated to churches 
which belong to the council but was also sent to all 
churches and temples in the city, Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish, Rev. Sydney Adams, secretary of the council and 
pastor of the Centenary Methodist Church, stated. J... 

Although Commissioner William Callahan of the 
Turnpike Authority has stated that no definite route for 
the turnpike has been chosen, the Council’s position is 
that the feelings of Newton residents should be taken into 
consideration, Mr. Adams felt. 

One of the plans for bringing the extension through

Beware of Fallen Leaves 


The autumn leaves contribute greatly 
to the beauty of New England. However, 
when these same leaves have fallen, they 
can contribute greatly to the driving 
hazards confronting bicycle and automo¬ 
bile drivers. 

Tire traction and braking ability are 
nil on wet leaves, and this situation pre¬ 
vails every morning from dew, and on 
all wet days. 

It is important that drivers of both 
automobiles and bicycles recognize this 
danger! 

Another danger is the smoke screen 
laid down by burning leaves. This is ex¬ 
tremely bad at dusk or on heavily trav¬ 
eled streets. 


In many places it is against the law 
to burn leaves, for just this reason alone. 

There are other reasons why the Fire 
and Steet Departments deplore this prac¬ 
tice; the Fire Department because of the 
fire hazard, and the Street Department 
because of the damage done to newly 
paved streets. 

For all who drive—remember—beware 
of fallen leaves! 

If we must burn leaves, and conditions 
are right and a permit has been issued by 
the Fire Department, be sure the fires do 
not smoulder and create a hazardous 
smoke screen. 

Accidents caused by leaves can be 
kept at a minimum if all will cooperate. 


Shrines of Liberty 


At peace, prosperous, and progressing, 
we Americans seem to find little time or 
occasion to pause even for a moment of 
grateful appreciation of the freedoms 
that are our heritage. 

Perhaps the tempo of the times makes 
this understandable. But it does not 
make it excusable. We should never for¬ 
get, we should recall and mark well at 
least once in a while, the courage and self- 
sacrifice of the God-guided men who gave 
us that heritage. 

This year, by an »’ ct of Congress, their 


signing of the Constitution in 1787 was 
officially remembered during the observ¬ 
ance of Constitution Week, Sept. 17 to 24. 
The Government announced that it will 
install a "Shrine of American Liberty” in 
the lobbies of all new Federal buildings. 

The shrines will be specially designed 
exhibition cases holding reproductions of 
the Constitution, the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence and the Bill of Rights, that we, 
and succeeding generations, may see, and 
remember. 


Political Overtone A

This is how the most reliable dope- 
sters size up the Presidential situation at 
the moment. 

They concede Stevenson the nine 
Southern and border States he carried in 
1952. They place Texas and Florida in 
Adlai’s column, while explaining that the 
race in Florida is close, that he is far from 
a sure thing there and that Ike might hold 
the Sunshine State. But in trying to figure 
out any combination of States that might 
give the Democratic standard-bearer the 
victory he is seeking, they count Florida 
for him. 

Then they mark off Tennessee, Vir¬ 
ginia, Oklahoma and Missouri for Adlai. 

Those 15 States, if he carried them all, 
would give him 167 electoral votes, 99 
abort of the number he needs to win. 

The task of picking out the other 
States which might provide the necessary 
bloc of votes is a difficult one. Rhode Is¬ 
land, Arizona and New Mexico are likely 
prospects. They have 12 electoral votes 
between them. 

That leaves Adlai still 87 votes short 

of his mark. 

Whera could they come from? Well, 
the experts now declare that they will 
not come from the farm belt. It now ap¬ 
pears that the only State in the Middle 
Weat which Stevenson might carry is 
Minnesota which has 11 electoral votes, 
and it is doubtful. 

If Adlai is to win, he must pick up at 
least 76 electoral votes in the Northeast 
and the Far West, and right now the pick¬ 
ing doesn’t look promising. 

That is how the Presidential battle 
shapes up, as the contenders move into the 
final crucial stage of their race. 

• • • • 

Ska Stronger than Party in Massachusetts 

The picture on the State level in Mass¬ 
achusetts is puzzling. President Eisen¬ 
hower unquestionably is stronger than hie 


party, with only a very few isolated excep¬ 
tions. 

Governor Hetrter has given Sumner G. 
Whittier’s campaign a noticeable lift with 
his hard-hitting speeches. 

Until recently Herter remained in the 
background of the gubernatorial contest, 
presumably because he was fearful of 
overshadowing Whittier. He apparently 
intends to take an increasingly active 
part in the fight the rest of the way, how¬ 
ever, and there is little doubt but that he 
could sway its outcome. 

Herter and Foster Fureolo are to 
appear on the same platform at a big 
rally tonight. Some of the Democratic 
politicos are wondering If Fureolo may 
not be walking into a political booby 
trap. Herter, of course, is the dominant 
Republican figure in Massachusetts, 
and most of the Democratic contenders 
are remaining warily away from him. 

At this writing, however, the guber¬ 
natorial race appears to be very close. It 
still remains to be won and lost. Its 
result will be decided by what happens in 
the next 18 or 19 days. 

Both President Eisenhower and Adlai 
Stevenson are scheduled to come to Bos¬ 
ton during the closing stages of the cam¬ 
paign. The impact they make will affect 
the course of the gubernatorial race to 
some degree. 

A big difference is that Ike is expected 
to generate strength to Whittier, while 
Adlai himself has declared publicly that 
he hopes to ride on Furcolo’s coattails, a 
remarkable statement for a Presidential 
candidate. 

If Ike makes his final campaign speech 
on election eve in Boston, as it is reported 
he may, when public enthusiasm and ex¬ 
citement will be at their very height, he 
might provide a tremendous finishing 
surge for Whittier and the entire GOP 
slate.

One of the things that makes this 
election difficult to figure is that there 
appears to be an extremely large 
amount of voter apathy for a Presiden¬ 
tial year. Public interest and feeling are 
not as great as four years ago. 

That usually is interpreted as boding 
well for the administration in power. It 
generally means that the people are com¬ 
placent and are not aroused or intent 
upon throwing anybody out of office. 

From all reports there are not as 
many enrolled voters in Massachusetts 
today as there were in 1952. 

While the official figures are not avail¬ 
able, those which have been obtained in¬ 
dicate that the voting lists are down in 
the Democratic cities and up in the Re¬ 
publican towns. 

On the basis of all the political evi¬ 
dence, the Democratic registration drive 
was not the success it was expected to be. 
But it may be that it was more successful 
than appears on the surface. The ex¬ 
planation for the drop in the Democratic 
centres may be that there has been a 
sizeable migration of people from the 
cities to the towns in the past four years. 

If a Democrat moves to a Republican 
town, is the shift likely to affect his vot¬ 
ing habits? Often it does! 

The cold figures on the voting lists 
offer more encouragement for the Repub¬ 
licans than for the Democrats. 

• • • • 

In Greater Boston, at least, the strong¬ 
est Democratic candidate for major office 
appears to be youthful Boston City Coun¬ 
cil President Edward J. McCormack, Jr., 
nephew of Congressional Majority Leader 
John W. McCormack and his party's nom¬ 
inee for Attorney General. 

He is battling one of the sturdiest and 
most resourceful of the GOP veterans in 
Attorney General George Fingold Who is 
standing for reelection to a third term. 

The “golden boy” of the Democratic 
State ticket, the handsome, 33-year-old 
McCormack, a graduate of the U. S. Na¬ 
val Academy at Annapolis and a naval 
veteran before he entered the Boston 
University Law School, McCormack is 
drawing terrific support from the young 
voters. 

Fingold, who may be a Republican can¬ 
didate for Governor in the future if he 
survives his present fight, is putting up a 
hard battle to retain the post he has held 
for the past four years. He and McCor¬ 
mack are meeting head-on in some sec¬ 
tions where they both command great 
strength. 

Both are energetic campaigners, and 
their clash is likely to develop into a two- 
fisted contest in its final stages. 

• • • • 

Although it is overshadowed by the 
struggles at the top of the ticket, the live¬ 
ly battle being waged by State Auditor 
Thomas J, Buckley and Republican candi¬ 
date Joseph A. Nobile is attracting con¬ 
siderable attention. 

Ordinarily, Buckley places his name 
on the ballot and then waits for the votes 
to be counted on election night. But in 
this campaign Nobile is carrying the fight 
to him, and Buckley is more active than 
he has been in years. 

The son of the first Italian-born 
physician licensed to practice medicine 
in Massachusetts, Nobile is extremely 
popular with the voters of Italian des¬ 


cent. He may pull away some of the 
votes which Buckley ordinarily polls. 

Nobile is exceptionally well qualified. 
He is an attorney and a trained account¬ 
ant and auditor. His biggest handicap is 
in trying to attract attention to his con¬ 
test when the political spotlight is center¬ 
ed on the battles for President and Gov- 


An extremely interesting race for the 
right to serve as the State's next Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor is being waged by Re¬ 
publican House Leader Charles Gibbons 
of Stoneham and Robert F. Murphy of 
Malden, Democratic nominee for Gov¬ 
ernor two years ago. 

Gibbons and Murphy were two of the 
most able legislators produced on Bea¬ 
con Hill In recent years. They have 
clashed many times on the floor of the 
House. 

In 1953 and 1954, Gibbons was the 
Speaker of the House and Murphy the 
Democratic leader. Murphy, of course, 
made his bid for the Governorship two 
years ago and lost. Gibbons is now seek¬ 
ing to make up the political ladder after 

brilliant career in the Legislature. 

• • • • 

'Is Curtis Stronger than He Was in 1952? 

A contest about which visiting news¬ 
men from other parts of the country in¬ 
variably ask questions is that between 
Congressman Laurence Curtis and former 
Assistant U. S. Attorney Jackson J. Holtz 
in the 10th congressional district. 

These are the queries they advance: 

Is Congressman Curtis stronger than 
he was two years ago? Has he solidified 
his position in the intervening time since 
the 1954 election? 

Is Holtz as strong as he was in his ’54 
run when he gave Curtis so stiff a battle? 
Has he added any strength that he didn’t 
have in his first campaign? 

The answer to those questions would 
pretty well indicate whether Curtis or 
Holtz will emerge the victor when the bal¬ 
lots are counted on the night of Nov. 6. 

Curtis should be better entrenched 
than he was in 1954. He certainly has 
endeavored to strengthen his position. 
He lias kept in close contact with the 
people of his district. He has been res¬ 
ponsive to their views. Political history 
has shown that a Congressman usually 
becomes stronger, not weaker, unless 
there are exceptional circumstances. 

Whether Holtz also is stronger is un¬ 
certain. He is probably better known in 
the district than he was two years ago. 
Ordinarily, a candidate is weakened by 
a losing campaign and generally is not as 
potent in his second try after he has once 
been defeated. 

That, however, is not always the fact, 
and Holtz lost by so small a margin two 
years ago that it might not be true in his 
case. Holtz’s supporters believe that con¬ 
ditions are more favorable to him than 
they were in 1954. 

Curtis’ followers point out that Chris¬ 
tian A. Herter, who preceded Curtis as 
the Congressman from the 10th district, 
steadily built his strength while serving 
on Capital Hill. They predict that the 
returns two weeks from Tuesday will show 
that Curtis is doing the same thing. 

Meanwhile, the Curtis-Holtz contest is 
probably the most exciting congressional 
race in this part of the country.

Indispensable U. N. 


As wt celebrate this month, 
the eleventh anniversary of the 
United Nations, we realize that 
the U.N. was never more need¬ 
ed than now. Two events now 
taking place on New York's 
Bast River may indeed have 
consequences that affect us all. 

The eighty-one nation Con¬ 
ference to set up an Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
connected with the U.N. is the 
largest ever held there, and it 
may be, from the viewpoint of 
world history, one of the most 
Important. President Eisen¬ 
hower has described the two¬ 
fold purpose of the Agency: to 
strengthen peace by assembling 
nuclear materials from national 
stocks; to make sure that these 
materials are used only for 
peaceful uses. Our United 
States delegates, James J. Wads¬ 
worth, has done a remarkable 
Job In the negotiations that 
drafted the statute unanimous¬ 
ly approved by a 12-nation 
group including the Soviet 
Union, India, and the chief 
Western nations. If the needed 
control and Inspection sa/e 
guards can be agreed on at 
this conference, a new era of 
atomic cooperation may be at 
last in sight. 

The immediate focus of world 
concern is the meeting of the 


Security Council to consider the 
Suez problem. As predicted. 
Egypt will not accept the Suez 
Canal Users Association plan, 
protected as she is by both the 
Soviet veto In the Security 
Council and the support of the 
new Asian African members on 
the General Assembly. How¬ 
ever, .there is still hope of ne¬ 
gotiation. Indeed it is now 
forecast that after the first 
week of open speeches in the 
world spotlight, the Council 
may be turned into a 12-nation 
conference to seek a negotiated 
settlement will be sought be¬ 
hind closed doors. If this should 
happen, the U.N. may once 
more succeed in overcoming the 
threat of force by its own pow¬ 
ers as a center of moral force. 

For, as the New York Times 
has said, the U.N. is no worker 
of miracles. Through its agen 
cles, it has dealt with the whole 
economic and social life of the 
world—with human rights, 
with the needs of refugees and 
the administration of trustee¬ 
ships. It has done much to lift 
the standard of life in the 
tealms of trade and health and 
food. '"It has no ready answers 
except through its appeal to 
humanity's desire for peace and 
to principles of justice which 
all member nations have at

Curtis Cites Measures He Aided 
During Past 4 Years In Congress 


Congressman Laurence Cur¬ 
tis declared today that he vot¬ 
ed to broaden and liberalize 
social securtiy and unemploy¬ 
ment compensation and sup¬ 
ported a bill to Increase the 
national minimum wage to SI 
an hour. ^ 

He cited to stand on these 
measures In reviewing his rec¬ 
ord In Clngress during the past 
four years and the actions he 
has taken to protect and ad¬ 
vance the Interests of the work¬ 
ing men and women of his dis¬ 
trict. 

At the same time he empha¬ 
sized that the experience he al¬ 
ready has gained In Congress 
will stand him in good stead 
during the next two years and 
will enable him to be of even 
greater service to the people of 
the 10th congressional district. 

"I feel that It Is a great ad¬ 
vantage to a district to have 
a Congressman who has acquir¬ 
ed experience and know-how in 
the work of Congress,” Curtis 
declared. 

"With that experierice and 
the seniority which goes with 
It, a Congresman Is In a much 
better position to get results 
both for his district and the 
individual problems of his con¬ 
stituents," he stated.

"Those are some phases of 
the record on which I am 
standing for reelectlon and 
which I am submitting to the 
voters of the 10th congressional 
district," Congressman Curtis 
declared today. 

“I am confident that It Is a 
record of which they will ap¬ 
prove after they have examined 
it," Curtis stated. “If they ap¬ 
prove of the job I have done 
as their. Congressman, I hope 
they will vote to retain me in- 
office so that I may continue 
in the national House of Rep¬ 
resentatives.

... Major Timothy Jackson ... 

Read by Mrs. Holcombe J. Brown at ceremony held Oct. 10 
by the Lucy Jack-son Chapter, D. A. R. 


We are here today at the 
grave of Major Timothy Jack- 
son to pay tribute to a Revolu¬ 
tionary War soldier of Newton. 
This is a custom In our Na¬ 
tional Society, Daughter's of 
the American Revolution. 

We have placed a bronze 
marker close to his stone which 
states that he was a Revolu¬ 
tionary War soldier and that it 
Is placed by the Lucy Jackson 
Chapter, D.A.R. 

Major Timothy Jackson was 
born in Newton in the original 
house built in 1670 by his an¬ 
cestor Edward Jackson, who 
came here from London, Eng¬ 
land, around 1640. 

This house is the present one 
located at 527 Washington 
street, corner of Jackson, New¬ 
ton, and known now as the 
"Jackson- Homestead;” for In 
1929 it became the property of 
the City of Newton, being given 
by a ninth generation descen¬ 
dant of the pioneer ancestor 
Edward Jackson. 

Major Timothy was 18 years 
old when the Revolutionary 
War was started and immedi¬ 
ately took his place as a Cor¬ 
poral in a Company of Minute 
Men who were ready for their 
part on the morning of the Lex¬ 
ington alarm. He was the only 
son of his family of mother and 
four sisters and the load and 
care of running the farm of 
over one hundred acres and 
keeping the home now devolved 
on the women. His father was 
dead. 

The legend is that 21-year-old 
Lucy, the oldest of the sisters 
showed the strength and cour¬ 
age of the pioneer women of 
her day and with her mother 
succeeded In maintaining the 
home. 

When the Founders of our 
D.A.R. Chapter learned the 
story of this brave young wo¬ 
man of Newton they deemed it 
fitting and worthy to name our 


Chapter for her, the Lucy Jack- 
son Chapter, D.A.R. 

After the battle of Bunker 
Hill young Timothy was ap 
pointed Orderly Sergeant under 
Captain Fuller. The next year, 
in September 1776, he was on a 
Privateer but ten days later the 
boat was captured in a running 
fight with the British frigate 
the Peseus, when Timothy was 
wounded. 

From then on he went 
through terrible experiences in 
prison ships: being impressed 
into the English naval service 
with ten other Americans and 
taken to London; used in four 
English ships where cruel treat¬ 
ment was experienced by all of 
them . . . But after the battle 
of Monmouth, July ’78, he was 
then exchanged with others. He 
arrived homo after being away 
a year and ten months. Before 
long Timothy settled in the 
family home as a farmer of 
23 and three years later he mar 
ried Sarah Winchester. 

Major Timothy Jackson’s 
record as a citizen of Newton 
Is a very fine one. He served 
on the school committee: was 
in town and state offices: Adju¬ 
tant and Brigade Major In the 
Militia: kept a town school In 
the district two winters: was 
Deputy Sheriff 10 years: select¬ 
man many years: Moderator of 
nearly all town meetings from 
1795 to 1810 Inclusive and rep¬ 
resentative to the general court 
15 years In succession. All of 
these duties he most ably and 
.faithfully discharged. (From 
"History of the Early Settle¬ 
ment of Newton" by Francis 
Jackson, page 501). 

In 1811 Major Timothy Jack- 
son was disabled, and died No¬ 
vember 22, 1814. This sarcopha¬ 
gus that we surround marks 
his grave. 

We, of the Lucy Jackson 
Chapter, D.A.R., are especially

Even stalwart Democratic politicians now privately 
concede that President Eisenhower has won his fight for 
reelection and that little doubt remains concerning the 
probable outcome of the Presidential race. 

The Democratic tide, which last month’s election in 
Maine indicated is running with some force, seemingly is 
making little impact on the Eisenhower campaign. 

Adlai Stevenson has waged a better campaign than 
he did four years ago. He has a united party behind him. 
But he is running against a man of immense personal 
popularity. 

The polls and samples of voting sentiment that have 
been taken show clearly that Ike is just too strong to be 
beaten. Nothing, of course, is certain in politics but it 
ooviously would take a tremendous shift to change the 
trend of the race for the Presidency. 

In Massachusetts political attention and interest are 
now shifting to the battle between Foster Furcolo and 
Sumner G. Whittier for the Governorship and the clash 
between Edward J. McCormack, Jr., and Ge* rge Fingold 
to determine which of the two will serve as the State’s 
next Attorney General.

LACK OF FUNDS MAY SAVE CITY 
FROM ATOLL ROAD EXTENSION 


Report Contends Freeivay 
Is Not A Remote Possibility 

Lack of funds presently available to the Massachu¬ 
setts Turnpike Authority may prove a determining factor 
in preventing construction of the East-West Toll Road 
extension over the Boston & Albany Railroad right of way 
through Newton and into Boston. That was the ray of 
hope contained in a report of progress submitted Tues¬ 
day night at City Hall by Mayor Howard Whitmore’s 
committee of 80 citizens headed by C. Raymond Cabot, 
chairman. 

Commenting on this angle the report stated: 

"The committee has gathered a mass of data and 
information based on financial reports and the study of 
other toll road operations. It recognizes that much lies 
within the field of guess work and speculation as to 
whether the operation of toll roads and particularly our 
own will continue to be an attractive one from the invest¬ 
ment point of view. Conditions in 1956 are not those of 
1952. The forecasts and estimates of traffic and use may 
vary very greatly. All of this has particular bearing on 
whether the terms of the Trust Agreement as to the is¬ 
suance of additional bonds can be met. 

“It is the opinion of the Section (a sub-committee of 
the whole) that as of now, sufficient private financing is 
unlikely to be available for an eastern extension, and that 
whether or not the Turnpike Authority can meet the legal 
requirements for using any surplus left after completion 
of the “Initial Turnpike” for the “Remaining Portion,” 
very little surplus actually will be available, which, of 
course, means further financing before further construc¬ 
tion,' that within six months, engineering studiqp of traffic 
potential and construction costs will be on hand in such 
shape that a different conclusion might possibly be reach¬ 
ed, that within two years the performance of the Initial 
Toll Road will have given a definite answer.”

the Fire Dept, and they can¬ 
not be burned on newly sur¬ 
faced streets. 

'The city is considering buy¬ 
ing second-hand burlap bags to 
be sold a: cost and will be pick¬ 
ed up with the regular collec¬ 
tions. They are undecided as to 
the places for distribution." 

Other problems, the mayor 
said, concern: papers which col 
lect against fences around com¬ 
mercial areas such as filling sta 
tlons, and the debris on parks, 
playground and school yards. 
Whitmore said he is planing to 
send a letter to each home In¬ 
forming the people of the or¬ 
dinances and asking their co¬ 
operation.

Whitmore said: “Perhaps we could get a freeway hullt 
first. I feel this is so.’’ 

In this conclusion the Committee is in accord anti 
stated: “The committee strongly feels that a freeway 
whatever the route, would be preferable to a toll road. 
And, “while the Turnpike Authority was established in 
1952 it was 1955 when the enabling statute was amended 
and not until August of 1956 were any of the important 
questions answered directly by the Authority. Neither at 
that time nor since have any of the answers necessary 
for final determinations by the City been forthcoming." • 

Summarizing its findings to date the report stated 
that "certain conclusions were reached by the sub-com¬ 
mittees," as follows: 

1. The relative impact of land takings cannot be 
determined with absolute certainty, but there is subtended 
to the Committee report a tabulation of estimates cover¬ 
ing the several plans or routes. 

2. It is impossible to express the blighting effect of 
a toll road in absolute figures. The effect on nearby resi¬ 
dences is obvious, as well as on churches and business 
property. 

.3. From a standpoint of road location, any toll road 
would have a seriously adverse effect on Newton; a free¬ 
way would be more favorable, but the impact of truck¬ 
ing traffic and its avoidance of toll roads is a factor which 
must be considered. 

4. The complete Charles River route should be 
studied in greater detail, having due regard to the benefits 
which may accrue to Waltham and Watertown as well as 
Newton. ^ 

Mayor Whitmore, elaborating on the possibility of a 
freeway into Boston being constructed, said: 

"I have asked the Department of Public Works 
whether they have the funds available for 10 percent of 
the cost” should the federal government supply the rest 
under the federal road plan, and “I have asked Secretary 
Weeks of the U. S. Department of Commerce for an es¬ 
timate of the time required to provide the federal funds 
necessary to build Such a road.

Both contests shape up as very close. 
They will be won and lost in the 12 days 
between now and election. 

If President Eisenhower winds up his 
campaign in Boston on election eve, as it 
is expected he will, he unquestionably 
would give the Republican State ticket a 
big lift. Indeed, that presumably would be 
one of his purposes in coming here. 

It is extremely unlikely that' Adlai 
Stevenson on his visit here can provide 
anywhere near the help for the Democra¬ 
tic candidates for State offices that Ike 
will give to their Republican opponents. 

During the past week the gubernator¬ 
ial contest between Whittier and Furcolo 
has emerged from the polite stage and 
evolved into a rugged, two-fisted battle 
that is causing a rising pitch of public in¬ 
terest. 

Furcolo without any question is a 
strong contender. He lost two years ago 
to Senator Leverett Saltonstall by a scant 
28,706 votes, and he has built his political 
fences skilfully and thoroughly since then. 

The Longmeadow man is a good cam¬ 
paigner and an excellent speaker. He will 
roll up an exceptionally heavy vote in 
western Massachusetts, and he appears to 
have a potent organization working for 
him in Greater Boston. 

Governor Herter has taken off his coat, 
rolled up his sleeves and gone to work for 
Whittier in an all-out drive to turn the 
tide for the man who has served under 
him as Lieutenant Governor for the past 
four years. 

At times it has appeared that Whit¬ 
tier and Furcolo might even be pushed 
into the background while Herter and 
ex-Governor Paul A. Dcver renewed 
their old political enmity. The guess¬ 
ing is that Herter and Dever will clash 
in a head-on collision before election 
day because Dever is supporting Furcolo 
as vigorously as Herter is backing Whit¬ 
tier. 

One factor which the political experts 
haven’t yet been able to assess with any 
assurance is the strength Whittier has 
stored up during the past four years 
through his personal contacts with voters 
in all parts of the State. 

Furcolo has been campaigning since 
early last winter, but Whittier has been 
aiming for the Governorship for four 
years. He has been in the tiniest village in 
the Commonwealth, and he has met the 
voters in every one of the State’s 351 
communities. 

What that will mean in terms of votes 
in the ballot boxes a week from next Tues¬ 
day remains to be seen, but Whittier 
could have a reservoir of strength that 
isn’t apparent on the surface. 

This observer believes that Furcolo 
and Whittier are running a pretty close 
race as they come down the home stretch. 
Whichever one is leading is not in front 
by much. Furcolo undoubtedly is being 
helped by the Democratic tide that ap¬ 
parently is rolling. Whittier should draw 
some strength from President Eisen¬ 
hower. 

Right now their contest looms as a 
tossup. 

• • • • 

Two Stiong Candidates ioi Att'y General 

A great many Democrats believe that 
Acting Mayor Edward J. McCormack, Jr., 
nephew of Congressional Majority Leader 
John W. McCormack, is the strongest man 
on their party's State ticket. 

A good many Republicans regard At¬ 
torney General George Fingold as the 
sturdiest contender on the GOP slate. 

Both groups could be right. However, 
the fight for Attorney General usually 
follows the trend of the gubernatorial 
race. Only once in the last quarter of a 
century have the voters chosen a Gov¬ 
ernor of one party and an Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of another. 

Most of the experts today rate Mc¬ 
Cormack a slight favorite over Fingold, 
while at the same time emphasizing that 
the complexion of their battle could 
change in the next 12 days. 

A handsome, cleancut young man of 
the stamp of the late Maurice J. Tobin 
and frequently referred to as the “golden 
boy” of the Democratic ticket, McCor¬ 
mack has demonstrated both excellent 
ability and real qualities of leadership 
during his service in Boston’s municipal 
government. 

McCormack is presently serving as 
Boston's Acting Mayor and is running the 
State's capital city while Mayor Hynes is

in Europe with a Crusade for Freedom 
team. 

The two issues on which Fingold has 
attacked him are his youth and his rela¬ 
tionship with Congressman McCormack. 
Both actually could be assets to Mc¬ 
Cormack, who at 33 already has earned a 
reputation as an excellent attorney. 

Fingold is a seasoned, resourceful 
campaigner, the veteran of the Republican 
ticket and the only member of it standing 
for reelection to a position he now holds. 
He has been Attorney General for the 
past four years and also served as an As¬ 
sistant Attorney General under Clarence 
A. Barnes. 

It is safe to say that Fingold has never 
before faced an opponent with the 
strength, stature and striking personal¬ 
ity of McCormack. Whether he can fight 
off McCormack’s challenge is something 
that time alqne will determine. 


Cronin Has Real Opposition in Furbnsh 

Back in 1948, as former President Tru¬ 
man was about to> address an overflow 
crowd at a colorful rally in Mechanics 
Building, an energetic, chunky young man 
kept shouting for "three cheers for 
Harry.” 

When the demonstration finally sub¬ 
sided, Truman asked who the cheerleader 
was. The persons near him weren't quite 
Bure who he was except that he was "run¬ 
ning for something;’’ 

It subsequently developed that he was 
Edward J. Cronin, the candidate for Sec¬ 
retary of State, and he was swept into 
office by the Democratic tide which was 
running so strongly that year. 

Cronin had a comparatively easy time 
retaining the office in 1950,1952 and 1954, 
even though he became involved in several 
controversies, once when he became the 
first Secretary of State ever to have an 
automobile furnished him by the Common¬ 
wealth, another time when he insisted on 
the right to park his car on the sidewalk 
behind the State House. He backed down 
from that stand only after threats to tow 
the machine away. 

This year Cronin appears to have a 
real fight on his hands. His GOP opponent 
is able, hard-working Senate President 
Richard I. Furbuah who is popular with 
Republicans and Democrats alike. 

In the entire history of Massachusetts 
Furbush is the only man ever to serve 
three terms and six years as president of 
the State Senate, a testimonial both to his 
leadership and the esteem in which he was 
held by his colleagues. 

Furbush has been one of the soundest 
politicians on Beacon Hill. He presided 
over the Senate sessions with a firm hand 
yet had a reputation for fairness in both 
parties. He is considered the strongest 
candidate Cronin ever has faced. Their 
clash could prove to be an extremely close 
one.

Bitterness Marks Cnrtis-Holtz Bailie ... 

Tones of extreme bitterness this week 
marked the hectic battle between Con¬ 
gressman Laurence Curtis and former 
Assistant U. S. Attorney Jackson J. Holtz 
in the 10th congressional district. 

Holtz supporters last week distributed 
a pamphlet purporting to show the vot¬ 
ing recqrd of Congressman Curtis and 
listing issues voted upon back to 1947. 

Curtis blasted back by accusing Holtz 
of employing deceit and deception. Curtis 
pointed out that he didn’t go to Congress 
until January, 1953. 

Followers of Curtis and Holtz believe 
that both men are stronger than they were 
in 1954 when they waged a close race, 
from which Curtis emerged the victor by 
a narrow margin. 

Of the two, Curtis has had the greater 
opportunity to strengthen and entrench 
himself since he has been in office and in 
a position to serve his district and win new 
friends for himself.

Lively Fight lot Lesser States Oiiices 

Other lively fights for the lesser State 
offices are being waged between Charles 
Gibbons and Robert F. Murphy for the 
Lieutenant Governorship and between 
Joseph A. Nobile and Auditor Thomas J. 
Buckley for the office of State Auditor. 

Gibbons is one of the most ebullient, 
fast-moving members of the Republican 
team. He is strong in his own light, 
and he adds strength to the GOP ticket. 
Murphy was the Democratic nominee for 
Governor two years ago.

This state¬ 
ment Introduces the section de¬ 
voted to probation In the Wes- 
sell report, a special study com¬ 
pleted in June, 1955, to recom¬ 
mend changes relative to reor¬ 
ganization of the correctional 
system of Massachusetts. When 
submitting the probation legis¬ 
lation, the Governor said, ‘The 
legislation which I submit to 
you today is In my opinion the 
most far-reaching step in the 
field of penology which has 
ever been proposed In the Com¬ 
monwealth." Among other 
things, “It would Integrate our 
entire probation system and 
place It on the kind of profes¬ 
sional basis which is essential 
if we are to avoid the incarcer- 
ratlon of thousands of first of¬ 
fenders for whom proper guid¬ 
ance and supervision In the com¬ 
munity Is more needed than 
punishment.’’ 

The Wessell report came Into 
being after the attention of our 
citizens was focused on certain 
defects In our penal system, 
following the four-day riot in 


the Cherry Hill Section of 
Charlestown prison In January, 
1955. At that time, Governor 
Herter appointed a committee 
of nationally known penologists, 
with Dr. Nils Wessell, presi¬ 
dent of Tufts University, as 
chairman. Among other things, 
the report points to some of the 
weaknesses of our present sys¬ 
tem of probation. Poor salaries 
for probation officers and In¬ 
equalities In the salary scales 
are not attracting the highest 
quality of trained personnel. In 
the past, some of these appoint¬ 
ments were made for political 
reasons. The report also notes 
that the case loads of probation 
officers, In most Instances are 
too heavy. 

Probation Is a system where¬ 
by a Judge may place a person 
found guilty of a crime under 
the supervision of a probation 
officer, appointed by the court. 
The probation officer in his re¬ 
lationship to the offender, acts 
as supervisor, adviser, and hope¬ 
fully, as a friend working 
toward the goal of rehabilita¬ 
tion. 


Experienced penologists 
agree that the treatment of of¬ 
fenders on an individual basis 
Is desirable, and that good pro¬ 
bation practices provide a 
means to that end. The future 
stability of family and com¬ 
munity life is directly involved 
in the way we handle those who 
come into the criminal courts. 
Many of these individuals are 
youthful—the future parents of 
our community. Anything we 
can do to return the offender 
to the role of a responsible and 
useful citizen is a good invest¬ 
ment. This is obvious when we 
realize that It is estimated that 
the cost of maintaining one per¬ 
son in a correctional institution 
could be ten times the amount 
necessary for adequate and ef¬ 
fective probation services. 

The League of Women Voters 
has supported recent legisla¬ 
tion to improve and strengthen 
the system of probation in 
Massachusetts. This week, the 
Newton League has been study¬ 
ing and discussing the subject 
of Probation at six unit meet¬ 
ings, under the direction of Mrs. 
Stanley Lewenberg, Social Wel¬ 
fare Chairman.

IT CAN HAPPEN 

Editor, Newton Graphic: 

As the Presidential election 
swings into the home stretch, 
there are many predictions as 
well as positive outcome of the 
results, which is typical every 
four years. 

It is possible, although It is 
rather remote, that ’the House 
of Representatives could pick 
the President if we wake up on 
Nov. 7 and find that an inde¬ 
cisive election has been decided 
by the voters. 

If could happen if the Presi¬ 
dent should lose next month 10 
states he carried in 1952. These 
states are California, Florida, 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Minne¬ 
sota, Tennessee, Texas, Vir¬ 
ginia, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. These states will have 
179 electoral votes. Subtract 
179 from 442 electoral votes 
which the President received 
four years ago, he would have 
only 263, three less than the re¬ 
required majority. If Steven¬ 
son carries these 10 states in 
addition to those he took in 
1052, it would give him 268, or 
two more than enough. But if 
he failed to carry South Caro¬ 
lina, which has 8 electoral votes, 
he would not have enough. 

According to political dope- 
sters, an election by the House 
of Representatives could be a 
political catastrophe that might 
end in a deadlock, and all of us 
would be searching for the 
books, to find out where do we 
go from there.

Furcolo Stresses Qualifications 
In Bid For Gubernatorial Seat 


Foster Furcolo, Democratic 
nominee for Governor, this 
week stepped up the tempo of 
his campaign with a series of 
major addresses on television 
and at rallies throughout the 
State. 

While pointing to numerous 
Issues and hitting at the voting 
record of his opponent, Furcolo 
also urged voters to select their 
candidates pn a basis of back¬ 
ground and qualifications, and 
particularly by noting their 
past record of performances in 
the public interest. 

“I feel that any man run¬ 
ning for- public office should 
stand for his Own program,” 
Furcolo said. 

Cfharging his opponent with 
claiming credit for accomplish- 
mertts of the Republican admini¬ 
stration, the. former Congress¬ 
man and State Treasurer took 
issue with his opponent’s con¬ 
stant "talk of measures or pro¬ 
grams that, in the first place 
he did not propose, and in the 
second place often did not have 
n vote — one way or the other 
■— upon such measures." 

‘‘I have never claimed as mine 
the work of anyone else, and I 
have never claimed credit for 


something that some other gov¬ 
ernor did," Furcolo said. 

Described as "one of the na¬ 
tion's eight rising leaders” by 
a national magazine, the Demo¬ 
cratic gubernatorial nominee 
stated the case for electing a 
governor with experience on 
both the Federal and State 
levels. 

Furcolo cited f his qualifica¬ 
tions as a Democratic guberna¬ 
torial candidate, including four 
years in the United States Con¬ 
gress and two and a half years 
as State Treasurer and Receiv¬ 
er-General. 

"I believe that my federal 
experience will be helpful if I 
am elected Governor,” he stat¬ 
ed. "Many of our problems of 
today — those of aging, health, 
housing, highways — arc a 
combination of Federal and 
State programs. It Is important 
that we have someone with Fed¬ 
eral know-how In the Gover¬ 
nor’s office," he said. 

Furcolo said that the office 
of State Treasurer which he 
held from 1952-1954 dealt with 
more important problems of the 
Commonwealth “than virtually 
any i other office, except the 
Governor’s and possibly the At-

tomey General’s.” 

He said that under Ills ad¬ 
ministration as State Treasurer, 
the Commonwealth enjoyed a 
Triple A financial rating, but 
that this rating had dropped 
since his leaving office, result¬ 
ing in a higher interest paid by 
the State. 


"He said he has had consid¬ 
erable talk about veterans," 
Furcolo cited, as an example. 
“Well, it's interesting to note 
that he actually had a vote, 
not once but twice, against a 
bill to provide civil service pre¬ 
ference for Gold Star Mothers.” 

"He voted against a bill to 
establish a 50-cent minimum 
wage and against a bill setting 
up the framework for a 65-cent 
an hour minimum wage," Fur 
colo said. "He has voted against 
increasing old age assistance 
to $2.50 a week more, and 
against a bill providing for ne¬ 
cessary medical care for citi¬ 
zens over 65 confined to a hos¬ 
pital and receiving old age as¬ 
sistance. 

"And he voted against estab¬ 
lishing a Consumer's Council, 
which would have given people 
direct representation on such 
matters as gas rates, electric 
light rates, t r a n sportation 
rates, bus rates, and things of 
that nature. He voted to kill 
such a Consumers’ Council, and 
there are many other such 
votes,” Furcolo said.

Curtis Says Opponent Uses

Congressman Laurence Cur¬ 
tis last night accused his op¬ 
ponent of using “deceit and de¬ 
ception" in circulating pam¬ 
phlets "which purport to show 
I voted In Congress six years 
before I was a member of that 
body.” 

Curtis, who is standing for 
reelection In the 10th congres¬ 
sional district, declared the 
pamphlet enumerates several 
bills voted on by the Repub¬ 
lican and Democratic members 
of Congress from 3947 to 1958.

Curtis asserted. "On the inside 
of the pamphlet astericks are 
placed to indicate the years 
when I was not a member of 
Congress, but the pamphlet is 
misleading and deceitful.” 

He asserted his opponent is 
listed in the pamphlet as being 
a former member of the Massa¬ 
chusetts House of Representa¬ 
tives. "That is correct as far 
as it goes,” Curtis stated, "but 
the truth is this man served on¬ 
ly one session of he House. He 
did not even complete one full 
term. He resigned.” 

Curtis said his opponent also 
lists himself as a member of 
the Massachusetts Commision 
to investigate Suberslvos. "The 
fact is,” Curtis declared, "that 
my opponent resigned from 
that commission before It con¬ 
ducted even one hearing or 
started its investigation.”

The complete, enthusiastic 
support of State Representa¬ 
tive Joseph D. Ward of Fitch¬ 
burg and Governor's Councillor 
Endicott (Chub) Peabody was 
pledged to Acting Mayor Ed¬ 
ward J. McCormick, Jr., in the 
latter’s campaign for the office 
of Attorney General in an un¬ 
usual TV program this week. 

The appearance of the three 
men on the same program 
brought together three power¬ 
ful vote-getters who had sought 
the Democratic Attorney Gen¬ 
eralship nomination which went 
to McCormack In the State 
primary. 

Representative Ward and 
Councillor Peabody sharply 
criticized the conduct of At¬ 
torney General George Fingold 
in office and declared that by 
his bungling and Incompetence 
he had disqualified himself for 
voter support. 

Representative Ward attacked 
what he termed Fingold’s "In¬ 
satiable hunger for headlines,” 
his "continual interference and 
harassment of faithful District 
Attorneys, far better qualified 
for their duties than the man 
who harassed them,'* and his 
"phony raids” which only ob¬ 
tained "sensational scare- 
heads." 

The Fitchburg legislator 
termed Fingold “a crime-buster 
wh*> has yet to bust a crime.” 

"During the four years he 
has served the office of Attorney 
General,” declared Ward, "he 
has failed to dissolve a single 
crime syndicate. He has failed 
to obtain the conviction of a 
single racketeer of any stature 
or notoriety.” 

He said Acting Mayor McCor¬ 
mack had demonstrated far. 
more ability to serve the Com¬ 
monwealth as a real lawyer of 
all the people. 

"You,” he told McCormack, 
"will be far more concerned 
with the real duties of this 


office. Your sterling record as 
a public servnnt proves that. 
There are many things which 
need correction in that office. 
I am certain that you will meet 
the challenge.” 

Councillor Peabody declared 
that Fingold has been "grossly 
lax" in his failure to protect the 
"human liberties so vital to our 
American way of life.” 

He cited the manner in which 
Fingold and his office handled 
the case of Frances L. Duarte, 
19-year-old Nantucket girl, Il¬ 
legally sentenced to an Indc 
terminate sentence nt the 
Framingham Women’s Reform¬ 
atory. 

“I was amazed and shocked 
by the manner In which this 
case was handled by the At¬ 
torney General,” the councillor 
told his audience. He declared 
that only the intervention of 
the State Supreme Court and 
a decision by Supreme Court 
Justice James J. Ronan bad pre¬ 
vented a gross miscarriage of 
justice. 

Ho said that if the wishes of 
Fingold and, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral's office’ had hcen carried 
out the girl would have been 
held illegally in prison for a 
long time to cover up bungling. 

"I believe,” he told Acting 
Mayor McCormack, “that you 
will make a groat Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. You already have demon¬ 
strated your sincerity of pur¬ 
pose and your desire to serve 
all the people and to protect 
the rights of all the people, not 
just the big and the powerful 
and those able to hire high- 
priced lawyers.” 

Mr. McCormack assured Rep¬ 
resentative Ward and Coun¬ 
cillor Peabody and his listen¬ 
ers that, “I will consider It part 
of my duty to scrutinize all pro¬ 
posed increases in utility rates, 
whatever their nature and to 
oppose vigorously and strenu¬ 
ously those that are not justi¬ 
fied.”
